This idea. t\-as presented 
by Principal Morgan before a 
meeting of the Graduates Associa- 
t'on in Stralhcona Hall last night 
when he reviewed hte Idea* con- 
cerning post graduate study and 
research. 

The Principal stressed the fact 
that not only is a good subject 
important, but it miust be well pre- 
."«nted, and the. selection of ,t ;ood 
title will mean much in us .iic- 
cevî. The work in a th«ks must 
roixre^cnt the be^t thought of the 
writer. Its publication Is not a 
nocesslty; in fact. It Ls only the 
rare tliesLs which r<>ally contain 
.sonic valuable evuitribution to man- 
kind and i.s worthy of publication. 
Th's, he pouilcd out, should not 
b- discouragins to those who pro- 
l),->.sc to write a thei's, but rather 
tliey .should feel that they aiv 
inaking au attempt to contribute, 
though it might not bs of any use 
to the furthering of knowledge.

O.iid'i'a! Newman held that the 
s"lfl function of a university was 
the propagation of knowledge, 
'.niis, however, Ls foreign lo the 
Principal's belief a.s an education- 
alLst.
